This is part of a country¬

Americans would be able to "take” the horror and devastation 
of a third World War of that ominous possibility became a real¬ 
ity, Col Walter D. Thurber assured Sierra Madreans Wednesday. 

Speaking during the Memorial Day services at the City Ceme¬ 
tery, Colonel Thurber said, “Americans have always been willing 
to endure any hardship, any 
sacrifice to preserve their free¬ 
dom.” 

He sounded a somber warn¬ 
ing to Sierra Madreans ■ and 
the nation, however, when he 
stated: 

^"We are now embarked on 
wfiat is, unmistakeably, the 
beginning of a third World 
War.” 

The complete text of Colonel 
Thurber’s Memorial Day ad¬ 
dress follows: 

Once more Americans clasp 
hands across a continent to 
honor those who wore the uni¬ 
forms of their country and who 
have answered their last Roll 
Call. This beautiful custom 
originated years ago when our 
country was still an infant in 
the family of nations. 

Then, as now, our wars were 
fought for the preservation of 
human rights. In the begin¬ 
ning, the Founding Fathers of 
this Republic unashamedly de¬ 
clared their belief in God, the 
dignity of the individual and 
the right of men, everywhere, 
to be free. 

From the very beginning of 
this nation—from war of the 
Revolution down to the pres¬ 
ent day—every war in which 
America has been engaged has

Sierra Madre merchants were warned last week that the next PY Mrs. Smith, 
six months will be “a tough period” for businessmen—particu¬ 
larly for small businessmen. 

Walter E. Elieson, a business specialist for the U. S. Depart 
ment of Commerce, said unless the small manufacturer can con 
vert to defense work he will be hurt the most. 

Addressing the first of a se¬ 
ries of monthly luncheons of 
the Chamber of Commerce on 
Thursday. Mr. Elieson gave 
specific advice for local busi¬ 
ness people. 

Describing the area as one 
of the "stiffest in competition” 
in the nation, he said each 
merchant should .ask himself, 
how can he keep flight money 
from leaving Sierra Madre. The 
speaker defined “flight money” 
as cash that should be spent 
locally but is enticed out of 
town. 

Mr. Elieson stated "the invi- 
tion is always there for people 
to go somewhere else to shop.” 

“No matter what business 
you are in,” he advised, you 
should make people believe it 
is 'their business.’ You are in 
business for their good.” 

Store owners should impress 
upon their sales personnel that 
it is the people who buy mer¬ 
chandise who actually pay 
their wages. There are only two 
ways, he said, to improve busi¬ 
ness: first, get more customers 
into the store; second, .sell 
those who come in more mer¬ 
chandise. 

Speaking of the nation as a 
whole, Mr. Elieson advised 
businessmen not to sacrifice 
what he termed “clean merch¬ 
andise in an effort to unload. 

“In spite of Korea,” he said, 

"the United States still is mer¬ 
rily producing.”
